fli, VEROXICA AXD THE AUTHENTIC 
PICTURE OJT TEE HOLY FACE, 

W* would be most anxious to givo a brief sketch 
of the life of St, Veronica, as nleo the history oi 
the authentic picture of the Holy I'ace, but we 
cannot swell our tiny book beyond a certain bulk. 
However, wa canuotofent a lev pW*ges which 
wilt interest our pious readers. 

In some popular manuals of devotion wo find it 
stated that Veronica was the name of the Image 
of the Holy Face imprinted on the handkerchief, 
tad that no such Saint as Veronica existed at the 
timo of the Passion of our Blessed Lord, This in an 
mur The beat authorities prove beyond doubt 
that Veronica wan the name of the holy woman 
who, oompaBHionating our Dmno Lord, presented 
the handkerchief to wipe His Sacred Face, Manj 
learned authors are of opinion that St. Yoronios 
was the woman mentioned Ln the Gospel of St* 
Luke {Oh. TiiL43), who wsi afflicted for tw*l«

The following is the substance of facts narrated 
by trustworthy historian* i— t 

Fdato sent to the Emperor Tiberius, in Rome, a 
faithful narrative of tUo doctrine, tlio death, imd 
miracles of our Blessed Lord. The Emperor, 
struck by tho extraordinary miracles* desired 
to have His statu* placed among tho gods, but 
tlna proposition was rejected by the Senate, 
which decreed the extermination of the Chru- 
tianfl. The Emperor fell sick of a mortal disease, 
and Yeronica volunteered to go to Home to cure 
him with the blessed relic of the Holy Face, and 
thereby proclaim the Divinity of tha Christian 
religion, aad silence the falsehood published by 
tho Jews* Shewn* kindly received in Rome by 
the Emperor Tiberius, and tho moment ho touched 
the miraculous veil he was cured of the lap- 
rosy. 

Veronica is said to have given the precious 
relic to St, Clement, who was altorwarda Pope, 
third successor to St* Peter. Like all tho other 
sacred relics, for centuries it was preserved with 
tho greatest cure and secrecy. At present, and 
for many centuries post, tho Holy Face is pre¬ 
served in a gorgeoua shrine in St. Peter's. At 
stated times tbo shrine is opened, two Cardinals, 
delegated for tho purpose, expose tha Holy Italic, 
■nd give benediction with it Lo tho kneeling 
faithful, cj with tho Haurament.

Piazza, who wrote in the year 1713, drscribei 
thus the Holy Face :— 11 The Head of Christ ii 
every whore transpierced with thorny The fore- 
head ia bleeding, the eyes ewollen and bloodshot, 
the face polo and livid. Upon the right oheeli 
the cruel mark of the blow given by Maicus, with 
hid iron gauntlet, sorrow fully attracts observa¬ 
tion, in tho same maimer as the spittle of th#
